"Goone-Cuttlnc," 


Another game, that of "goose-cut- 


ting," has been added to the long list 
in vogue at social gatherings.

Try One And Be Convinced.

and stiver plating? 


"Oh, I can't do tliat," criea the boy 


on the back seat; "It's tod bard." 


But it isn't bard. As « matter of 


fact any boy can l«am how to do elec- 
tro-plating with vary little trouble or 
expense, for he can make his entire 
outfit himself. And when he has maa- 
tered the art he should be able to make 
a good deal of pocket money from plat- 
ing spoons, keys and other objects for 
his relatives and friends. 


A few weeks ago The Record told 


how a boy could make a simple and 
cheap battery out ,qi electric-light car- 
boas and bits of ziise. Either this bat- 
tery or any cheap battery will do. The 
writer knew of a boy who made a 
battery in a big felass tumbler by us- 
ing bits of copper and zinc which he 
found in the attic, with ordinary vin- 
egar for the active' agent. A very 
weak and slow-working battery is bet- 
ter than a strong one for use in elec- 
tro-plating, because a strong battery 
is likely to work too rapidly, with 
the result that plating flakes off. 


The amateur electro-plater would do 


well tOvtry copper-plating first. At a 
drug store buy a small Quantity of blue 
vitriol, which is a common copper 
salt, and dissolve the crystals in water. 
The solution will be a deep blue. 


A UUtlnKuUUed G«e»t. 


In the zoological garden at Breslau 


Is one of the two shabrack 
tapirs 


known to have been born In captivity 
In Europe. The little animal is only 
a few days old. 
It is spotted like a 


fawn,, but otherwise looks much like 
a baby, elephant, excepting that it isn't 
much larger than a good-slxed cat. 
The mother of tbe rare infant came 
from Farther India, where it lived in 
seclusion "near the water.

SILVBR MATING. 


Now provide a large, deep tumbler 


or a fruit can and into this pour the 
vitriol. Bring over the wire that is 
connected with the zinc in your bat- 
tery and to its en'd tie an old iron key 
or button hook. Allow this to sink in- 
to the vitriol solution. The end of the 
wire that comes from the copper, or 
carbon of your battery should also be 
immersed in the liquid. In a, few 
hours the key or other object will be 
beautifully 
coated with the copper. 


It is a process exceedingly interest- 
ing to watch. 


Copper-plating may be used to advan- 


tage in many cases, but it is not partic- 
ularly pretty. , Every boy will find more 
pleasure and profit in plating with sil- 
ver, notwithstanding the fact th,at it 
is more expensive. A solution of cy- 
anide of silver sh6nld be used. It is 
made ready for the plating bath in 
exactly the same way as the vitriol, 
except that a small silver coin should 
be suspended from the end of the wire 
that runs to the carbons or copper, as 
shewn in the illustration. With this 
solution all sorts of small objects can 
be plated with great ease. It will be 
well for the young electro-plater to 
bore holes in a cigar-box cover and 
place it over the tumbler containing 
the plating solution, using one hole 
for each of the wires^ thus keeping 
them Srr~ly in place while the electric 
current is doing its work.

DON'T CUT THE IFORETOP.

Don't cut your horse's foretop off it 


you ever, expect to cell him to a dealer. 
A shaved foretop knocks from 10 to 
50 per cent, off of the market value of 
a roadster, a coach horse, a cob or a 
saddle horse. The practice of clipping 
horses' foretops, and generally from 
three to aix inches of the inane with 
it, has become a very common one. It 
never improves a horse's looks and is 
rarely beneficial. 


Fashion demands that a coach horse, 


a cob. a hack, a roadster or any sort of 
a saddle boree must wear a foretop, and 
it is a serious mistake to clip it off of 
any marketable trottlng-bred horse. 


M. Newgass is one of Chicago's most 


extensive exporters of horses, and ships 
many trotting-bred coach, park and 
saddle horses to London and Liver- 
pool each week. 


When questioned: In regard to the 


practice of clipping the foretops from 
trottlng-bred horses he said: "It's per- 
nicious. I cannot buy a horse for ex- 
port if his foretop has been cut off, un- 
less I can get him at half his real value, 
because the foreign buyers always 
keep such a horse until the mane grows 
out again, and they must buy them 
very cheap to do that. You cannot say 
too much against that practice in your 
paper, or caution breeders too often, 
as the number of trotting-bred horses 
that come to this market minus their 
foretops is astonishing." 


Decay of Immature Plum Fruit. 
The signs of attack of the curculio 


and the course to be pursued for its 
riddance are well known; but contin- 
ued inquiries, as to the catne of decay 
of immature plum fruit, show,the ner 
cessity for repetition. The chief enemy 
of the plum is the insect curculio, and 
its ravages for a while caused a cessa- 
tion of planting this fruit in many sec- 
tions; but with a little attention, such 
as all fruits will require.fferiotlS trouble 
can be avoided and peffect fruit had. 
Perhaps the oldest plan for ridding the 
trees of the pest is to violently -jar the 
trees, with a small, padded log. from 
time to time after the leaves have ap- 
peared, when the insects, would first 
appear. "A sheet arranged beneath the 
tree catches the injects th'at fail by 
the -jarring, and they are thus col- 
lected and destroyed. At this period, 
the mature insect, in the form of a 
beetle, is at work feeding on the leaves. 
If let alone the real destruction is be- 
gun as the fruit is set, when eggs are 
deposited therein in great numbers—• 
it Is said at th'e rate of ten a day by 
each female. 


A solution of the well-known 
Bor- 


deaux mixture and diluted paris green 
would be effective in this case, and 
would at the same time act upon any 
fungus that might be present. Many 
of our private gardens lack the plum, 
trae of the most delicious family fruits, 
merely because of this little difficulty, 
which Is really not as great as is us- 
ually considered. 


The advent of the Japanese varieties, 


which have not thu^ far been found 
out by the curculio, has, to a. degree, 
lent encouragement to the planter; but 
there are some of the old varieties that 
could not be well replaced, and it will 
be found profitable to give a little care 
to them rather than sacrifice their good 
qualities.

age stamp of one of tne earliest issues 
iu the Hawaiian islands he could sell 
it for enough to pay till his expenses 
during a four-years' course in college 
and have a snug little sum left to be- 
gin business after his graduation. This 
stamp is said to b* one of the rarest 
In the world. It ia roughly printed on 
poor paper, but a dealer will pay f 1,- 
750 for a specimen of it. It makes it 
a pretty valuable piece of paper.

This habit 
she got when a calf. 
It is difficult to 


break animals of a habit.

SMUT ON OATS.

The New York 8Ut« : Agricultural 


Bxp«rt|&«nt Station .has discover*! 
cheap methods of killing the harmful 
parasit« which produces smut on 'edits. 
During experiments made at the Gen- 
eva Station it ,wa» found that the hot 
water treatment fcave perfect Immunity 
from smut. This treatment requires 
no chemicals or expensive apparatus. 
All that is needed is a large kettle for 
heating water, a thermometer, a bar- 
rel, and a gunny sack. The seed oats 
are to be kept for ten minutes in water 
at a temperature of 133 degrees Fahr- 
enheit, a matter requiring only a little 
care in adding to the water in the 
barrel a supply of hot water from the 
kettle when the temperature falls, or 
cold water from a pall when the mer- 
cury stands above the required height 
in the thermometer. 
Other treat- 


ments involving shrinking the seed 
witb solutions of different fungicides 
or soaking the oats in such solutions 
were tested side by side, and several 
of them gave excellent results with 
only slight expense. Complete pre- 
vention of smut was obtained by 
sprinkling the oats with a 1 per cent. 
solution of lysol or formalin, costing 
5 cents and 4 cents, respectively, per 
bushel; or by soaking tbe seed for one 
hour in a 0.3 per cent, solution of 
lysol, costing 2.7 cents per bushel, or 
in a 0.2 per cent, solution of formalin, 
costing 1.4 cents.

RUNNING AWAY.. 


Coutrollinur Plant Lice. 


Plant lie" are among the most Im- 


portant of the injurious insects. They 
may be found every year in the or- 
chard and garden, but seldom in such 
numbers as during the past season. 
They do not devour the tissue of the 
liost plant but suck the sap by means 
of their tube-like nymth parts. They 
swarm upon' the open leaf buds and 
on the under surfaces of the leaves, 
causing them to curl and to become 
otherwise distorted. 
These Insects 


multiply with great rapidity, but are 
held in check to a certain degree by 
numerous predaceous and parasitic In- 
sects (V. H. Lowe, Bulletin 139, Gen- 
eva, N. Y., Experiment Station). 
In 


mose species the young are born alive 
during the spring and summer, eggs 
not being produced until fall. 


As plant lice suck their food, paris 


green and similar poisons cannot be 
depended upon when used in the or- 
dinary manner. Some external irri- 
tant must be used instead. Numerous 
insecticides of this nature are recom- 
mended. One of the most Important Is 
good whale oil soap. - Experiments dur- 
ing the past season show that one 
pound of whale oil soap to seven gal- 
lons of water will Icill plum and cur- 
rant lice, Tbe solution should be ap- 
plied in a very fine spray to the under 
surface of the leaves. It is important 
tbat the worte be do'ne very thoroughly.1 
The first application should be made 
as soon as the lice" appear Ifr the spring, 
which will be soon after the leaf bnds 
open. A second or third application 
may be made as occasion demands. 


To Kill Potato Beetle*. 


Mix 1 pound acetate or sugar of 


lead with 3 ounces arsenate of soda. 
Remember these are;- violent poisons. 
Dissolve one tablespoonful of this mix- 
ture in 12 quarts of water.

QUEEN VICTORIA'S ODD PRESENT. 


TU» King of SUm l>M*ei»t«d H»r With • 


Few H»lr» from Hl» Whit* Elephant. 
A few years ago the British govern- 


menjt sent one of ij^scdlstlngulshed dlp- 
loWt'g, Sir John Bowrlng, to Slam, 
aa the head of an embassy, to present 
a grave and important question to tbe 
king, Sir John was also intrusted, 
according to ,the^ custom of the day, 
with a number of valuable gifts from 
Queen Victoria to,his majesty, the 
king. On his arriyai he was granted 
an audience, and after presenting the 
gifts he acquainted the king with tbe 
object of his mission. 


Being the representative of so pow- 


erful a monarch, Sir John was receiv- 
ed with every possible honor and great 
pomp, In no way could the Siamese 
king so well entertain his guests aa by 
a display of his elephants, and doubt- 
less Sir John, who later wrote about 
them, was afforded many opportuni- 
ties for observing these wonderful 
animals in the land where so much at- 
tention is paid them. At the time of 
his visit, in 1855, few European cus- 
toms had penetrated Slam and Bur- 
mah, and the ways and habits of the 
people were essentially oriental, while 
the great masses toft the natives were 
steeped In superstition and Ignorance. 
One of their strange beliefs was that 
at one time Buddha, whom they wor- 
shipped as coming from the Deity, 
dwelt in the coffee-colored or pink- 
splashed creatures 
called white ele- 


phants. Indeed, the Buddha Was sup- 
posed to remain here longer than in 
any other animal, and consequently 
the possession of a white elephant 
was to possess the presence of the 
Buddha. In this way great Intelligence 
is accredited to the animal and Sia- 
mese were often observed talking into 
the huge ears of tbe elephant, making 
it a confident of their various se- 
crets and "hoping for some answer. 


A short time previous t6 Sir 'John 


Boivring's visit a pink-splashed ele- 
phant had been captured. The king 
and his courtiers left the palace and 
went out into the country 
some 


distance 
to 
meet arid 
welcome 


it, and 
the animal was 
escort- 


ed back to the city with much ceremony. 


When Sir John had been feted and 


entertained for manSr /days ^ and the 
business of his mission was completed 
he waited upon the king to announce 
his return and to present his adieus. 
The king made 
him the bearer of 


various gifts \o her majesty the* queen. 
Among these was a gWd box locked 
by a gold key, which was commended 
to Sir John's especial attention as be- 
ing more valuable than all" tibe oth- 
ers.

Whether Sir John and Ills suite and 


the officers of the man-of-war wbicb 
bore them to England knew what, the 
gift was, we are not told, but tbe fact 
that it was held in a gold box must 
Have a'Foused much curiosity and we 
may believe there were various con- 
jectures regarding the mysteoious-glft— 
whether ^t wara pearl 'of great frice, 
a -rare and beautiful ruby similar to 
that preserved in the 4 temple^ of k the 
Emerald idol, or 'ribmeJjf (*hejaiany 
gems for which,Slatn was^famous. 


Upon big return Sir John at once 


waited on the queen to acquaint her 
wltbr tb'e success of bis mission and 
present the gift* which he had re- 
ceived •from the king of Slam for her 
majesty. 


In all probability Sir Joan han'ded 


her ttt gold box arid the gold key and 
the qneen opened the casket herself. 
On ttik poM hMory anH' Sffr 
1 ToSm 


are equally silent. But this Is known, 
that when .her majesty raised the lid 
of the -golden casket ihe found, not a 
ruby, pearl or diamond, but a few 
hairs plucked from tbe king's white 
elephant; and as Sir John tells u« 
tbat at this time a hair from the tail 
of a wbite ffephaat was worth a Jew's 
tanscm," we may assume &that th« 
queen,' instead of being disappointed, 
appreciated the delicacy of the gift 
which, in the eyes of the king, wai 
the most jtreclouo offering he couU 
muke.

his hand, the weapon that Is the insep- 
arable companion of each member of 
the famous Hatfield clan. After the 
quarrel had lasted probably two min- 
utes, and while tbe train was still at 
the station, Ellis turned from the car 
steps, walked down the aisle of the 
coach, picked up hl» rifle, went quick- 
ly back to the platform with tlie gun 
in his bands, and addressing Ilutfield, 
•who stood some thirty feet away pn 
the platform, said: 


"Now 
call me that name again." 
Immediately the men raised their 


guns and 
tired. Uatueld 
was

quicker and Ellis sank down on the 


, steps 
of the c«>ach dead. 
The ball 
passed through his wrist, which was 
supporting his gun. entered his chin 
and went through his head. Hatfield, 
who was untouched, announced to the 
"bystanders that he was sorry tliat he 
had to do the shooting, then 
walked 


quickly down the

crossed Tug River 
Into 
Kentucky. 


Sheriff Keadlc, at thin place, was at 
once notified by telegram of the killing

the Crimean Troubles. 


Many wars have had trifling causes. 


A dispatch altered in one or two points 
by Bismarck brought on the Franco- 
German conflict. Palinerston said fac- 
etiously that only three men In Europe 
ever knew what 
the Scbleswtg-Hol- 


steln troubles which led to two wars 
were about, and two of them died be- 
fore the conflicts began, while he, the 
third man, had forgotten. A slighting 
reference by Frederick the Great of 
Prussia to Mme. Pompadour of France 
was said to have been one 
of 
the 


causes of the Seven Years' War, some- 
times called the "war of three petti- 
coats," from the fact that the France 
ot Pompadour and the Russia of Cath- 
eriae II, joined the Austria of Maria 
Theresa against Frederick. 


According to John Bright, England 
apd her allies drifted into the Crimean 
War without realizing it until after 
tney got In, and they did not know 
what they fought for even after they 
started while it is certain that every- 
tbjing which was supposed to have beeja 
fixed by that conflict was disturbed af- 
terward.

and 
ending with Waterloo,

Oyster Shell Windows 


Among the various and curious ob- 
jects brought from Manila by some of 
our returning soldiers none excite more 
interest than the delicate plate-like 
shells called conchas ;not only because 
they, belong to the usually unattractive 
atid - rongh-suelle"d oyster family, but 
from the fact that shells seive as .win- 
dows in may of the buildings 'of 'the 
Philippines. 
The shell is nearly round, about fotrr 


inches in diameter, compressed, and so 
thin.that it is^nearly transparent. In/ 
appearance the interior of tue shell re-] 
sembles isinglass, with opalescent 
tints, the interior* being lightly rou'gb:.!; 
The animal is so exceedingly flat that 
when the valvea are closed they ap- 
parently touch. TWs Is probably the 
same species ot mollusk which is 
known in China as the Chinese win- 
dow oyster, and which is used for win- 
dows, lanterns and similar purposes. 
These iftgenioxis people al'so powder 
the shells, which they use for silver in 
their water colors. 
The Better class of houses In Manila 


have .-window frames which slide in 
,!?roov^s. so as to be opened or closed, 
m desired, and in these are set the 
conchas, which soften the Iright tropi- 
Calmin rasa. As a further protection 
, against ffght and heat ,bli%4s are used 
which rnn in the grooves with »e 'win- 
dows. 
T!>e G(?Yern9r's 1>ala(<e' woiph. 
•was rebuilt about two hundred years' 
ago, has for windows the same sliding 
frames set with many panes of the 
window oyster.

Among the best of 
tb<>*« la the soaptr«e, so called, though 
it is more a busU than a tree. Its bulb 
when rubbed on wet elothea makes a 
snow-white lather, which has an odor 
like old brown Windsor soap. Tbe 
Porto Ricaus, who are all, from the 
highest to the lowest, dandles In their 
way, make soap out of cocoanut and 
home-made lye—and a fine soap it is, 
smooth aud fragrant. This cocoanut 
oil soap is used for shaving. When 
a man wishes to have a shave in tbe 
uiorniug be starts out with his cocoa- 
nut shell cup, aud his donkey tail 
brush and bottle.

Old Pennsylvania Woodsmen 


One of the most Interesting and pic- 


turesque typea known to backwoods 
life, the old-tiine lumberman and wood- 
chopper of the Alleghanies, .is now al- 
most a thing of the past. 
At the pres- 


ent day the number of men engaged in 
that healthful but arduous occupation 
Is small compared with the thousands 
that labored in the fine forests of a 
quarter of a century ago. 
The fine 


forests of Pennsylvania are themselves 
only a memory. 


The genuine old-time woodsman of 


the Alleghany spread of waters cannot 
be mistaken. 
He will be seen in mid- 


winter 
always wearing a fur 
cap, 


which is, more than likely, some long- 
preserved trophy of his own rifle or 
trap. 
He wears no coat or waistcoat, 


his body and chest being covered by a 
heavy flannel or woollen shirt—not the 
gorgeously colored garments of the la- 
ter day lumbermen, 'but good, old-fash- 
ioned stuff, such as his father used to 
wear. 
Trousers of som-e warm wool- 


len goods cover his legs. 
The new 


order of woodsmen wear their trousers 
tucked into a long pair of stockings. 
These stockings aie often as gorgeous 
in varied color as the shirt or jacket 
he affects, and their tops are drawn 
snug fo the leg by a puckering string, 
the ends of the string sometimes end- 
ing in fancy tassels. They wear "gum" 
shoes. 
The old time woodsman's fa- 
ther wore cowhide boots, well greased 
with tallow and with no stockings be- 
tween their leather and his feet- so his 
sons, or the most cf them, wear cow- 
hide boots, greasfd with tallow, and 
no stockings, and declare that thus clad 
their feet are kept warmer than by the 
bundling of heavy stockings. 
The old- 


timer will defy any one to remember 
an instance of any one's feet ever hav- 
ing been frosted when dressed on the 
co-vlnde boot, no stocking plan. These 
fast disappearing specimens of the days 
"When lumberin' was lumberin' and 
not playin' circus" also scorn suspend- 
ers, or "galluses," as they call them.

or pull a raft oar," is the rule of tltese 
forest craftsmen. 


Clad thus the woodsman Is ready for 
a shooting match, a dogfight, a bear 
hun>t, a log^ chopping, or a mourner 
meeting. 


Wonderful Intelligence Displayed by 
, These Remarkable Insect*—-A Com- 
mou Garden Spider Attaches Wood 
to It* Neat to Act «s a Drag Anchor 
A curious species of insect is tha" 


trap-door spider, whose nest consists of 
a tube excavated in the earth to the 
depth of six or eight inches. It is al- 
ways lined with silk and it is closed 
with an ingeniously constructed door. 
One sort of door closes into the nest 
like a cork in a bottle; another is as 
thin as a piece of paper. 


In all cases the door opens outward, 


and when the nest is placed, as it usu- 
ally is, on a sloping bank, it opens up- 
ward, so that there Is no fear of its 
gaping. The object of the trap-door Is 
to conceal the nest, and consequently 
it is always made to resemble the gen- 
eral surface of the ground. Sometimes, 
however, an enemy attempts to open 
the door; and then the inmate braces 
its legs against the sides of the nest 
and holds it as fast as possible. 


Still other spiders have inner doors 


besides outer, so that if their first d«- 
fense be carried, they may have anoth- 
er behind which to retreat. More curi- 
ous still is the ingenuity of the branch 
trap-door; that is to say, a door that 
opens from the main tunnel of the nnst 
into a side branch, which the spider 
knows, of course, but which no strang- 
er could discover, since there-«is noth- 
ing to distinguish it from any other 
part of the main nes»t. So. then, if an 
enemy should effect an entrance, the 
lawful occupant of the nest can quietly 
slip into the side branch, close the 
door and there remain in security while 
the intruder wonders what has become 
of her. 


If all these wonderful things are done 


by instinct, have we any proof what- 
ever of individual intelligence among 
spiders? Most assuredly. If we re- 
member that Intelligence is proved 
whenever we observe a manifest appli- 
cation of means appropriate to the ac- 
complishment of particular ends, it is 
hardly possible to deny that there 13 
some evidence of the intelligence of 
spiders. Many instances have occurred 
more or less like the following: 


"One. of my friends was accustomed j 


to grant shelter to a number of garden 
spiders under a vacant veranda, and to 
watch their habits. One day a sharp 
storm broke out, and the wind raged 
so furiously through the garden that 
the spiders suffered damage fi'om It, 
although sheltered by the veranda. The 
malnyai ds of one of these webs, as the 
sailors would call them, were broken 
so that the web was blown hither and 
thither, like a slack sail in a. storm. 


"The spider made no fiesh thread's, 


but tried to help Hself in another way. 
It let itself dowa w the ground by a 
thread, and crawled to a place where 
lay some splintered pieces of a wooden 
fence, thrown down by a storm. It fas- 
tened a thread to one of the bits of 
wood, turned 'back with it and hung it 
with a strong thread to the lower part 
of its nest, about five feet from the 
ground. The performance was a won- 
derful one, for the weight of the wood 
sufficed to keep tho nest tolerably firm, 
while it was yet light enough to yield 
to the wind, and BO prevent further 
injury. The piece of wood was about 
two and one-half inches long, and as 
thick as a goose-quill. 


"On the following day a careless ser- 


vant knocked her head against 
the 


wood and it fell down. 
But m the 


course of a few hours the spider mend- 
ed her web, broke the 
supporting 


thread in two, and let the wood fall to 
the ground "
